will bo constructed near the new Board of Trade 
buildinff on E ighth street, and 
tRcln>? two 
etreets. Work of excavation lor foundations 
will be begun as soon as th« deeds to the prop­ 
erty have been passed, and It is insisted that the 
arcade will be ready for occupancy earlv next 
year. Mr. Ryekm an will have the m anagement, 
and as80(!lated w ith him will be M r.iluirh Coyie. 
•well known throuj^hout the country as a jour­ 
nalist and am usem ent caterer. 
The plan contem plates the construction of an 
arcade building seven stories in height and 
fronting on two main streets. 
The side and 
front elevations will be worlced in ItomaneR<iue, 
of brown stone, elegantly carved. The exterior 
details of this work will not be surpassed by 
any ouilding in the U nited States. The front 
rooms of the basem ent will be fitted up and ex­ 
quisitely appointed as a genuine tu rk ish bath 
estabiistrraent, and the rear part of the base­ 
m ent 
will contain a model new spaper press 
room, where several of the leadiug publications 
of the city wdl be printed. 
The main portion of the building Is devoted 
to a model auditorium and theatre. On this, no 
care or money will lj 6 ;:8pared, and all 
that ex- 
I'.erience has taught in the construction of the­ 
atres and opera houses will be utilized to make 
this house absolutely perfect. The grand en­ 
trance to the theatre will be through the arcade, 
w hich wi 1 produce a splendid ellect. The the­ 
atre will have a parquet, balcony and gallery, 
and seat about U,500 persons. 
The proscenium 
opening of the stage will be 32x-40 feet. The 
{)lans show tha t there will not be a seat in the 
louse from which agooa view of the stage can­ 
not be obtained, and the proportions of the 
hall are such that the acoustic i)ropertles. light 
and venti’ation will be unexcelled. There will be a 
terrace a nu nd the apex of the theatre, w-ith an 
entrance into the arcade, and this terrace will be 
fitted as a f uiltsner and w inter garden. I t will 
bf filled with tropical plants, fountains, etc., 
and will be one oi tiie m ost enticing resorcs in 
the country. 
This house will be the onlv pos- 
Itlvelj' firo-proof theatre iu the U nited States, if 
not in the world. There will be three exits from 
the auditorium on the street and three into the 
arcade, so arranged that the house can be easily 
em ptied la three m inutes. 
The decorations of the theater will be on the 
mooresque and arabesque order and somewhat 
sim ilar to the famous Casino of New York, and 
will even surpass it lt\ grandeur. 
The stage 
will 
acconunodate 
the 
largest 
spectacles, 
operatic and dram atic productions. 
The arcade of itseif is an elaborate affair, dec­ 
orated in Romanesque, with m arble floors and 
tiled walls enriched with carv'ed marble, and the 
coiling 
will be of special design of glass to 
render a Mosaic effect. 
p]ntering the 
arcade 
from either wide one has access to the bazars, of 
which there will be five. These extend through 
the building and have street fronts. They will 
be finished in hard wood w ith plate glass fronts. 
One of these rooms will contain the best 
ar­ 
ranged cafes In the west. 
Passing on throusrh the arcade one comes to 
the grand entrance to the theater. This en­ 
trance will be of fine m arble and bronze. In the 
lobby, Imm ediately in front of the entrance to 
the theater, a very large memorial fountain will 
be constructed. The allegorical figures in the 
Cleveland invitation, typical of the southw est, 
•will be made the chief features in t-he base of 
the fountain. The central figure, the Jot, w’lll 
bo illustrative of Kansas C ity’s future. 
There will be galleries on each fioor around the 
arcade. Above the principal floor will be ele- 
irantly appointed apartm ents for offices, single 
and en suiCe. The architect has provided for 
H m sclf a suite which, for light, ventilation and 
elegance, will surpass anything of the kind in 
tills countiy. There will be a num ber of publi­ 
cation offices, amonir them ex<iulsitely furnished 
room s tor the Bu ild er, Deco ra to r a n d F u rn ish ­ 
er. 
There will be lodge and club rooms in the up­ 
per floors. Access to these floors will be had by 
m eans of four high speed passenger elevators, 
which will be run night and day, and one freight 
elevator. 
Each room will be supplied w iyi electric 
lightH, and a cooling apparatus will rfgulate the 
tem perature of the building. 
The whole building will be Are proof and one 
oftbe linest buildings in America.

builders. There is no reason whv brick should 
not be ju st as cheap here as'anvwhere. There is 
plenty of clay, and the cost of labor is not much 
more than at St. Joe. 
Of course the large con­ 
tractors are not in the hands of the monopoly, 
and I see no reason Avhy the sm aller ones should 
be. no%v that their eyes are opeuod.” 
Mr. Jam es W. Underwood, of the Underwood 
Brick company, said to-day: “When Mr. W arder 
called on us we told him that we had plenty of 
brick, m illions iu fact, that we would supply 
him at $ 1] per thousand, but no less.

Work on the Clay county fair grottnds is 
progressing very rapidly. Had it not been for 
the heavy rains of last week the race track 
would have been finished. They will, however, 
be com pleted this week. 
One course will be one 
mile in length, and will enclose another of 
seven-eighths ot a mile. They promise to be 
among the fastest race tracks in the West. The 
grand stand, which was remnved from the old 
fair grounds, is now in position, and can be 
seen from any of the high points in the city.

Clemens, who is a cousin of the famous Samuel 
L. Clemens (Mark Twain), is a lawyer of consid­ 
erable ability, and has experienced in his brief 
tim e a remarkable career 
He is a resident of 
this city, aud for several years has m anifested 
symptoms of decided eccentricity, but he has 
been graciously allowed to amuse himself and 
his hearers by the advocacy of his peculiar 
theories. 
He presided at the meeting and made the prin­ 
cipal address, opening his rem arks by acknowl­ 
edging tiie authorship of tiie circular and defy­ 
ing the authorities, to the great delight of most 
of tiie crowd, who hissed and hooted the police 
and encouraged the speaker by every sort ol in­ 
cendiary remark.

Each o f the great cities o f the wo rld has certain 
distinguishing characteristics o f its o wn. 
Fo r 
glitter, Paris; fo r grandeur, Vienna; fo r po mp, 
pride and circumstance, lio ndo n. 
Berlin ex­ 
ists fo r the Germans, and is purely a German 
citv. 
Brussels is a superb capital, like Wash­ 
ingto n—no t a metro po lis: No w Yo rk ia an imi­ 
tato r. 
It lias no idio syncrasy. 
It has taken a 
little here and a little there, and is as co nglo mo - 
rate in it« life as in its architecture. 
I o nce described it as aping the bad manners 
o f the English and the bad m orals ,*f the 
1’rencli. 
That was no t just, either to the 
French, who have as go o d mo rals as the Eng­ 
lish, no r to the New Yo rkers, who have better 
manners. 
The cad who dawdles abo ut Del- 
mo nico ’s aud who se no blest aim in life is to 
have an affair with an actress and to get drunk 
with 
a 
lo rd, 
is surely quite as bad as 
anything to be met with in the average Lo ndo n 
drawing ro o m. 
But Dixey, with his so ng, has 
do ne a deal to ridicule and smash the Anglo ma­ 
nia, which a few years ago was taking po sses­ 
sio n o f the to wn, with its sillv and brutal affec­ 
tio ns. 
The girls o n Murray Hill are very much 
mo re up to snuff no w, and, as a co nsequence, 
the bo ys, who co me o n apace, are beginning to 
questio n the o rtho do xy o f Burke’s Peerage as a 
so cial bible. 
There is a marked impro vement 
in manners latterly; 
and, as fo r mo rals, they 
are no ne to o go o d in any o f the great cities to 
hear much investigatio n. 
Tlie New Yo rker is so mething o f a cro ss be­ 
tween Hie Parisian and the Lo ndo ner. 
He has 
seen bo th, either o n their native so il, o r here, 
and has taken the fo reign measure with a 
shrewdness peculiarly his o wn.

peo ple. 
They 
learn 
early to 
trust no ne but themselves. 
Amo ng tho bo rn 
Americans there is less drunkenness, and its 
attendant train o f ho rro rs, than is co mmo n to 
Lo ndo n and Paris; and particularly with res­ 
pect to the amusing pastime o f wife-beating, 
which marks the o ne, and the jealo us reco urse 
o f wife killing, so prevalent in the o ther. The 
New Yo rk scamp who wearies o f his female 
co mpanio n, either abando ns her and escapes to 
Chicago , o r sells her to a friend. 
He is mo re 
prudent and sensible than his pro to type, tho 
Anglo -Saxo n brute, o r the Gaelic ro manticist 
who m the gallo ws and the guillo tine have so 
little po wer to terrify and restrain. 
The gaiety o f New Yo rk is no t so so lemn as 
that o f Lo ndo n, no r so vo latile as that o f Paris. 
It is straight o ut fro m the sho ulder and directly 
to the purpo se. 
No such bo o k as Emil So uves- 
tre's ‘'Attic Philo so pher” co uld have been pro ­ 
duced by a New Yo rker, no r co uld New Yo rk have 
furnished the suburban jo kes which have co n­ 
stituted the mo st amusing pictures and ho milies 
o f ‘‘Punch” the last fo rty years. 
Co mic situa­ 
tio ns are as rare in New Yo rk as excess o f sen­ 
timent.

Next to the funeral o f General Grant, 
No w Yo rk gave the mo st o stentatio us public in­ 
terment to Bill Po o le, the prize-fighter. There 
is little o r no humo r to the no ther side o f life 
here. The wits o f New Yo rk, like Verplanck 
and Travers, have been gentlemen o f so cial 
standing 
and 
wealth. 
The 
humo rists, 
fro m Washingto n Irving to Lawrence J ero me— 
very different characters, yet cut fro m the same 
clo th—drew no ne o f their inspiratio n fro m the 
sewers. 
Even tho mo st brilliant newspaper 
writers can find little to feed the flame o f geni­ 
ality w hich glo ws so spo ntaneo usly in tho wo rks 
o f the English sketchers and the trench carri- 
catnnets. Tliev are no t, as a rule, sympathetic

a to wn ho use, o r a co untry ho use; a fo ur-in- 
hand, o r a do g-cart; a yacht, o r a stago -bo x; 
the latest “ fad,'’ whatever it may be, take« po s­ 
sessio n o f him and will give him no ro st until 
he has added o ne mo re fo lly to tho se who have 
go ne befo re aud been fo rgo t 
He builds him a 
palace, nicknamed a co ttage, at Elbero n; and by 
the time it is finished changes his mind and 
spends his summers at Mo unt Desert 
He 
dauces with the reigning belle at Newpo rt, and 
is no t co ntent until he has carried her o ff, much 
after the manner o f a prize buzzard at a sho o t­ 
ing match, to find that he lias caught a tartar.

Fro m Go o d Ho usekeeping. 
In o ther co untries there are settled ways o f 
do ing every detail o f ho useho ld wo rk. 
The 
nearer a wo rker appro aches this standard the 
mo ro her wo rk is valued. 
If she is no t ac­ 
quainted with the pro per way she is laughed at 
by her fello w servants, as a bad carpenter o r 
o ther wo rkman wo uld be by his sho pmates. 
Befo re training scho o ls fo r servants, therefo re, 
can be the success that tho se fo r nurses are its 
rules fo r wo rk must be accepted as nnquew- 
tio ningly. 
That there must be refo rm in the present 
state o f do mestic service, if wo men are to re­ 
tain their health and ability to make ho me the 
happiest place in the wo rld, is as certain, to o b­ 
servant mindn, as that the co ming generatio n o f 
children will be wretched, nervo us beings if 
the refo rm do es no t co me. 
The evil has been 
so steadily increasing that we may ho pe, in view 
o f the awakening interest, that it has reached 
that ‘ wo rst’" where, tho adage says, “ change 
must co me,” but let ns prepare o urselves to aid 
it. 
No refo rm o f this kind will co me quickly 
o r suddenly, but if <?mplo vers are iu earnest, if 
they o r any large number o f them will ado pt a 
standard o f wo rk and pav liberally o nly tho se 
who can bring undo ubted diplo mas o r creden­ 
tials that they are capable o f do ing it, service 
wo uld beco me the business o f a better class o f 
wo men, as nursing has, since to bo a well-paid 
servant she must be bo th capable aud respect­ 
able. 
The lo w wages paid wo uld so o n impro ve, 
fo r they wo uld no t feel, as no w. that it do es no t 
matter ho w they fo rfeit the right to a go o d rec­ 
o mmendatio n, o r ho w iueapable they are, fo r 
so me o ne will engage them at any price they 
like to ask. 


CURRENT CRITICISM. 


I ts G en eral D e fic ie n c y in F o r c e an d C o n c e n ­ 
tratio n . 
There is no thing co nclusive o r fruitful in 
any o f the criticisms o f tho present day, says 
the S t. Ja mes Ga zette, 
in despair. 
The very 
name that it has cho sen, “ .Esthetics,” co ntains 
an implied admissio n o f its lack o f virility o r 
principle. 
Wo do no t think o f Lessing’s uLao - 
co o n/' which is o ne o f tho finest pieces o f crit­ 
ical writing in the wo rld, as belo nging to 
^Esthetics,” and, like it, the critical sayings o f 
Go ethe and Co leridge seeui to appertain to a 
science deserving a no bler name—a science in 
which truth stands first and feeling seco nd, and 
o f which the co nclusio ns are demo nstrable aud 
irreversible. 
A critic o f the present day, in at­ 
tempting to describe the difference between the 
usual co nstructio n o f a passage by Fletcher and 
o ne by Khakespeare, wo uld beat helplessly 
abo ut the bush, telling us many things abo ut 
the different so rts o f feelings awakened by tho 
o ne and by tho o ther, aud co ncluding and de­ 
siring to co nclude no thing. 
Co leridge in a 
single sentence defines tho difference and es­ 
tablishes Shakespeare's immeasurable superio r­ 
ity with the clearness and finality o f a mathe­ 
matical statement; and the delight o f the reader 
o f Shakespeare is fo rever heightened because it 
is less than befo re a zeal with kno wledge. 
There already exists, in the writings and say­ 
ings o f Aristo tle, Hegel, l^essing, Go ethe and 
o thers, the greater part o f the materials neces­ 
sary fo r the fo rmatio n o f a bo dy o f institutes o f 
art which wo uld supersede and extinguish near­ 
ly all the desulto ry chatter which no w passes 
fo r criticism, and which wo uld go far to fo rm 
the true and abiding po pular taste—o ne which 
co uld render so me reaso n fo r its likings and 
dislikings. 
The man, ho wever, who co uld put 
such materials to gether and add such as are 
wanting do es no t live; o r at any rate he is no t 
kno wn. 
Hegel might have do ne it, had his ar­ 
tistic perceptio n been as ffne and stro ng as his 
intellect; which wo uld then have expressed its 
co nclusio ns witho ut the mist o f o bscurity in 
which, fo r nearly all readers, they are at pres­ 
ent shro uded. 
In the mean time, it wo uld bo 
well if the pro fessed critic wo uld remember 
that criticism is no t the expressio n, ho wever 
picturesque and glo wing, o f the faith that is in 
him but the rendering o f so und aud intelligible 
reaso ns fo r that faith.
